GENERAL  PROVISIONS  of  HEALTH  SERVICES  for  the  Area. 

The  integration  of  the  various  parts  of  the  Health  Service  continues. 
Beds  are  still  very  valuable  indeed  though  the  improvement  in  the  tuber¬ 
culosis  bed  picture  is  definitely  better.  With  the  growing  liaison  of  all 
sorts  of  committees  there  is  a  steady  ironing  out  of  difficulties  and  defects. 

Though  extra  beds  have  been  available  for  chronic  elderly  sick 
people  the  winter  proves  rather  trying,  but  the  sturdy  kindliness  of  the 
countryman  and  woman  is  a  great  standby,  and  the  helping  hand  of  a 
neighbour  benefits  both  the  individual  patient  and  the  state. 

The  Dental  position,  whereby  an  inadequate  number  is  in  the  future 
to  be  replaced  by  an  even  smaller  number,  strained  as  it  is  now,  gives 
much  anxious  food  for  thought  for  the  future.  Plans  must  be  initiated 
now  before  the  position  becomes  desperate. 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  a  well-patronised  one  still.  Owing  to 
the  rather  great  distances  between  our  villages  and  hospital  and  out¬ 
patient  centres  it  is  inevitable  that  this  service  must  be  at  stretch  ;  but 
if  each  potential  user  asks  himself  or  herself  the  question  “  Is  your 
journey  really  necessary,  by  Ambulance,”  and  answers  honestly,  there 
will  be  none  to  grumble.  It  does  seem  strange  that  according  to  recent 
statistics  one  person  in  three  of  the  population  of  England  and  Wales 
should  have  used  the  Ambulance  Service  in  the  year. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

(0  The  Water  Supply  of  the  Council’s  area  has  been  very  satis¬ 
factory,  both  in  quantity  and  quality.  It  is  obtained  from  Artesian  springs 
and  is  softened  from  30  parts  to  10  parts  per  100,000  by  the  Permutit 
Spiractor  system,  and  is  then  chlorinated — 0.23  p.p.m.,  residual  chlorine 
0.2  p.p.m. 

Public  supply  raw  water  contains  0.4  p.p.m.  flouride  as  Fluorine. 

Treated  water  (i.e.  softened)  contains  0.3  p.p.m.  flouride  as  Fluorine. 

The  Council  have  approximately  133  miles  of  pipe  mains.

On  36  occasions  during  1954,  burst  or  fractured  mains  had  to  be 
attended  to.  32  of  them  were  3-inch,  3  were  4-inch  and  1  was  2-inch. 

The  quantity  of  water  pumped  from  your  Waterworks  at  Welton, 
was  approx.  185  million  gallons. 

45  out  of  46  parishes  have  piped  supplies  (including  4  parishes 
supplied  by  Lincoln  City).  This  represents  approximately  98%  of  the 
Council’s  area,  a  very  good  record.  Only  1  village  with  a  total  population 
of  only  25  remains  to  be  supplied.  (Note  :  This  village  will  have  a 
mains  supply  in  1955).

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GENERAL  REMARKS 

Diphtheria 

just  before  Xmas  a  tragedy  occurred  which  had  its  termination  in 
our  district  and  the  details  were  as  follows  :  a  baby  boy  of  4  months 
was  brought  by  its  parents  from  Cyprus  by  air.  It  seemed  only  slightly 
ill  at  the  begimng  of  the  journey.  By  the  time  it  reached  London  late 
at  night  it  was  definitely  ill.  An  early  morning  train  was  boarded  and 
at  4-30  a.m.  Retford  was  reached.  Here  the  child  was  taken  to  the  local 
hospital  and  seen  by  a  nurse  who  thought  it  safe  to  be  taken  on  to  Lincoln 
and  Nettleham  where  it  arrived  about  6-30  a.m.  It  was  seen  by  the  local 
doctor  after  his  morning  surgery  and  he  ordered  its  removal  to  hospital 
as  a  suspected  Diphtheria.  Here  a  small  injection  of  Diphtheria  anti¬ 
toxin  was  given  and  a  short  time  later  it  was  seen  by  the  paediatrician 
but  despite  all  care  the  child  died  not  long  after  its  admission  to 
hospital.  When  the  culture  of  the  child’s  throat  was  incubated  it  was 
found  to  be  diphtheria  mitis — which  was  very  surprising  indeed. 

Thus  our  proud  record  of  freedom  from  Diphtheria  has  been  lost 
by  the  fact  that  a  patient  from  far  off  Cyprus  stayed  for  only  a  few  hours 
m  our  district. 

We  were  fortunate  in  our  small  numbers  of  infectious  diseases 
though  one  case  of  the  one-time  dreaded  cerebro  spinal  fever  occurred, 
of  which  the  germ  is  susceptible  to  the  modern  sulpha  drugs. 

Housing 

It  is  gratifying  that  the  erection  of  houses  by  the  Council  continues 
at  a  goodly  pace,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  licensing  in  regard  to  houses 
was  abolished  in  November,  1954,  the  number  of  houses  built  by  private 
individuals  and  the  like  leapt  up  by  a  very  considerable  amount. 

Sewerage 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  note  that  we  are  now  about  to  start  the  Nettleham 
and  Bunkers  Hill  scheme  and  that  the  Bardney  Scheme  may  be  under 
construction  early  in  1955. 

Dunholme  and  Ingham  too  give  us  cause  for  congratulation. 

Cancer 

One  in  six  of  the  deaths  in  the  year  were  due  to  cancer  as  against 
one  in  seven  the  year  previous.  Of  these  three  were  cancer  of  the  lung 
or  bronchus  occurring  in  males  only.  The  biggest  general  increase  was 
in  “  other  malignant  and  lymphatic  neoplasms.’’ 

In  conclusion  the  steady  improvement  in  all  the  amenities  gives  us 
a  sense  of  pride  in  the  attainments  of  the  countryside. 

The  work  of  your  officers,  which  I  hereby  gratefully  acknowledge, 
is  of  paramount  importance  in  this  improvement.

Factory  Acts,  1937  and  1948.  Inspection  of  Factories. 

150  visits  and  inspections  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year 
and  particular  attention  has  been  given  to  cleanliness,  air  space  and 
sanitation  generally.
